Boyne Falls Public Schools was 
among the Michigan schools that 
were awarded school improvement 
honors, as announced recently by the 
North Central Association, for com- 
pleting a five-year, eight-phase im- 
provement process. But being a Unit 
School, it was in elite company for 
the honor. 

In addition to meeting the tradi- 
tional accreditation standards (teacher 
preparation, number of instructional 
hours, etc.). BFPS has adopted a 
school improvement approach that 
requires a new level of accountabil- 
ity. Administrators and staff make a 
commitment to implement a plan of 
| continuous effort to improve student 
performance in selected areas. The 
documentation of results thfoughout 
this improvement cycle reals the ef- 
fectiveness of the plan. 

A Vital component to the overall 
evaluation process is peer review. 
BFPS has been successful in demon- 
strating to the visiting peer review 
team that students are indeed per- 
forming better in the selected target 
areas that they were before the pro- 
cess was implemented. 

“The NCA school improvement 
process demands more of schools 
than any other change process.” said 
Michigan NCA state director, 
Michael Bugenski. “Schools must 


document that their efforts improved 
achievements for all students. I con- 
gratulate Boyne Falls Public Schoo! 
for voluntarily pursuing this highly 
accountable approach.” 

The report from the final visit of 
the peer review team resulted in a rec- 
ommendation of BFPS for endorse- 
ment to the Michigan NCA State 
Committee. This committee, which is 
elected by the membership of Michi- 


gan NCA, reviewed the documenta- 
tion both from the school and from 
the team. Upon their approval, the 
NCA of Colleges and School, Com-

dad involved 


Marty Moody began his semi-monthly kids’ nights when his oldest daugh- 
ter, Brittney, now a freshman at Michigan State University, was only in 
fifth grade. 

Eight years later, Moody is involved, not just with his own four daugh- 
ters, but with many Boyne City kids. 

“Shad been the PTO (Parent Teacher Organization) president at the Boyne 
City Elementary since Brittney was in first grade,” Moody said. For years 
he had been volunteering his time to go up to the school and read to the 
elementary students, or pop popcorn for the popcorn and a story party that 
classes got as a reward for parental PTO participation. Moody had always 
been a big part of his daughters’ school experience. 

But now Brittney was leaving the security of the elementary aclibal and 
going into middle school, and Moody felt that he had to come up with a 
plan to stay involved. 

What he hit on was a teen night. Not a dance, not a sporting event — the 
students had those events covered by the school. This was to be purely a 
social evening, where groups of young teenagers (fifth and sixth grades 
together, and seventh and eighth grades together) could enjoy an evening 
of board games, foosball, air hockey, video games, karaoke, snacks and 
pizza. Free. Just for fan. 

“Tt was a way to stay involved. with her —and everyone else, too,” Moody 
laughed. Eight years later, he is still doing it. 

The remarkable thing is that it comes out of his pocket as well as his 
heart. Moody purchases about four new games a’ year: The nine video sta- 
tions are his, the ping pong and air hockey tables, the foosball, the board 
games. He hires Connie’s Karaoke. He stores it all; and once a month loads 


it up and hauls it to the Boyne City middle school, where he transforms the ~ 


Cafeteria into a snack stop and board room, and the sym holds the big games 
and bounces middle school karaoke off the backboards. 

Moody is quick to say that he has about five volunteers per. session, typi:

Introducing Sudoku 


Here’s a puzzle with numbers. Do you have to use arith- 
metic? No! Nothing has to add up to anything else. In- 
stead, you solve the puzzle with reasoning and fogic. 

Where do you start solving a Sudoku puzzle? Anyplace 
you can! For example, take a look at the Very Easy puzzle. 
Let's try and place a 7 in the top-left box (call it “box 1”). 
You could just guess where the 7 goes, but that might get 
you into trouble. It’s more fun to reason it out. 

Note the 7 in box 3 (the top-right box). It’s the 7 for the 
whole top row, so the 7 for the box I cannot goin Box I's 
top row. Box 2 also has its 7 already. It is the 7 for the 
whole 2nd row, so the 7 for box | cannot go in Box I's 
middle row. That leaves just the 3rd row. In box 1, there 
is only one empty cell in the 3rd row — so we can write 
the 7 in, between the 9 and the 2. 

Now let’s try and find the 6 for box |. If you look down 
at box 7 (the bottom-left box), you will see it already has 
a 6. That is the 6 for all of the 1st column ~ and of course 
you can only have one 6 per column. Box 4 (the middle- 
left box) also has its 6. That 6 is the only 6 allowed in the 
2nd column. So the 6 for box | must go in the 3rd col- 


However, look to the right. There's a 6 in box 2, and it 
eliminates one of the possible locations for the 6 in box |, 

With that kind of thinking, you can finish the Very 
Easy and Easy puzzles. The Medium puzzles will need 
a little extra. You will need some other tricks and tech- 
niques, but discovering them for yourself is part of the 
fun. The Hard puzzles, however, will need a lot extra! 
A Very Easy puzzle might take you half an hour, the 
first time. But you will soon get your time down ~ 
maybe to 10 minutes or even less. On the other hand, 
be careful of Very Hard puzzles. How hard can they 
be? Put it this way. If you were on death row and due 
to be executed in the morning, and the guard told you 
if you solved the puzzle your life would be spared — 
you'd die. That's not to say that Very Hard puzzles are 
impossible - they are just. well, very hard. And of 
course, if you are prepared to “guess”, you might strike 
it lucky and solve it faster.

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Lasater addresses Legion 


@ Recounts 
New Orleans 
experience 


Sheriff Lasater was the 
guest speaker at the No- 
vember meeting of the 
American Legion Post No. 
228. He was invited to give 
an update on his book, 
“Charlevoix County’s Con- 
tribution to World War II.” 
The book is currently at the 
publisher, but Lasater 
showed many photographs 
that were included in the 
book, as well as a dummy 
copy sent by the publisher 
to demonstrate the size of 
the finished product. 

More than 1,200 area 
veterans will be represented 
in the book, with approxi- 
mately 600 photos. Stories 
range from basic informa- 
tion to detailed reminis- 
cences of days in theater. 

In addition, Lasater 
shared his experiences in 
New Orleans with the Le- 
gionnaires. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency re- 
quested support from law 
enforcement personnel, and 
Lasater was one of 98 of- 
ficers that traveled south in 
a 50-car convoy. Repre- 
sented, besides the Sheriff's

and tribal police officers. 
The officers were set up 
in Baton Rouge by FEMA, 
and were up at 4 a.m. daily, 
making the trip to New Or- 
leans. They arrived back in 
Baton Rouge at approxi- 
mately 8 p.m., and had to 
disinfect themselves and 
their vehicles, making it to 
bed by midnight. They did 
this for 14 days, conduct- 
ing search and rescue mis- 
sions near Canal Street. 
The officers were to lo- 
cate deceased people and 
mark the houses. A com- 
pany was contracted to re- 
move the dead. If people 
were located alive, they 
were given the opportunity 
to evacuate, but the offic- 


ers had no mandatory or- 
ders to evacuate, so people 
who wanted to stay in their 
homes were given military 
“meals ready to eat,” and 
left in their homes. 

Lasater said that many 
people chose to stay, most 
for one of three reasons: 
They had lived in their 
houses all their lives, and 
were unwilling to leave; 
they had pets who they re- 
fused to leave; or, they be- 
lieved the government 
would not know where to 
send their assistance checks. 

Lasater said that the con- 
tamination in the Canal St. 
location was worse than the 
jJevel that would close an 
American beach, and that 
the smell was so bad, offic- 
ers spread Vicks under their 
noses to block it. 

In his experience, most 
of the citizens were very 
glad of the help. Not all of 
the professionals employed 
by New Orleans were as 
welcoming, but Lasater 
said he was very glad he 
had the opportunity to go. 

He also said that since the 
hurricanes, many opportuni- 
ties for deception have oc- 
curred, and he encourages 
donors to give relief money 
directly to local Red Cross 
or Salvation Army loca-

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Postcards from Copper Country 


Nancy (Erkkila) Sanderson has lived 
near the Ironton Ferry since the summer 
of 1994, but has her roots in Copper 
Country. How fitting then, that her 
(first?) book should be a called, “Cop- 
per Country Postcards: A View of the 
Past From the Keweenaw Peninsula.” 

She has been a substitute teacher in 
East Jordan and Boyne City, and is on 
the Boyne Community Christmas board. 
She is also an avid historian and collec- 
tor of antique postcards. 

The self-described “proud daughter of 
a Big Traverse commercial fisherman,” 
Sanderson has lived much of her adult 
life in the lower peninsula, but still con- 
siders the Keweenaw Peninsula home. 
So it made sense that she became a life 
member of the Keweenaw County His- 
torical Society in 1980, and has been in- 
strumental in the development of a com- 
mercial fishing museum, located at the 
Eagle Harbor lighthouse musuem com- 
plex. 

During all her many years as a teacher 
and an active history preservationist. 
Sanderson also continued to collect post- 
cards —- exclusively those from the Up- 
per Peninsula’s famed Copper Country. 

And now Sanderson has made those 
cards available for public viewing, as she 
has created her coffee table book out of 
them, including almost 300 cards from 
the first half of the twentieth century. 


“The idea was given by people in the. 
Society after they'd seen my cards,” she 
said, and Sanderson went to work. 

She scanned each post card on her 
Hewlett Packard scanner at her home, 
she wrote captions appropriate to each 
one, and she designed each page as care- 
fully as if she were making a quilt. 
Sanderson designed even the dust jacket, 
and the appropriately copper-colored 
“Copper Country Postcards” on the blue 
hard-cover spine under the dust jacket. 

It took her two years to complete, 
working, she said, “on and off.” 

“But I really put it together in May 
when the Historical Society said they'd 
put their name on it and took it over,” 
she said. “f gave the whole package to 
them.” 

Package, that is, including the pro- 
ceeds, 

The sale of the 176 page book will help 
the preservation projects of the 
Keweenaw County Historical Society. 

Sanderson said that she is unwilling 
to do a second book, but one look at this 
one will have book lovers clamoring for 
more. Perhaps an East Jordan or Boyne 
City pictoral retrospective, lovingly de- 
signed in post cards with the tidy script 
of a long-ago traveler. 

Sanderson will be at Boyne Country 
Books in Boyne City for a book signing 
after the Santa Parade on Nov. 25.
